Foreign-p olicy critics who hav e been scream­ 
ing that the United States shou ld hav e zigged 
when it zagged are abou t to hav e their mou ths 
tap ed shu t tem p orarily ., 
The Eisenhower administration is u sing an 
old baseball trick to get its critics off its back. 
It is going to hire a new field manager, 
Christian A. Herter, gov ernor of Massachu setts. 
To make room for Herter, Herbert Hoov er Jr. 
is going to be waiv ed ou t of the dip lomatic 
leagu e as u ndersecretary of state. 


_ John Foster Du lles will continu e to be gen- 
*eral manager bu t will hav e acqu ired a su cces­ 
sor.. 


And foreign-p olicy critics who hav e been sec­ 
ond-gu essing Mr. Du lles for not being able to 
stop bru tality in Hu ngary , not being able to 
stop Britain, France, Israel, Egy p t, the Sov iet 
Union from fighting and not being able to se­ 
cu re p ermanent and lasting p eace ev ery where 
will be allowed to choke on their words, tem­ 
p orarily . 


Gov . Herter will be able to do no better 
in the long ru n. 
There hav e been sev en secretaries of state 
since the cu rrent wav e of u p sets and u p heav als 
started in 19 29 — Henry L. Stimson, Cordell 
Hu ll, 
Edward R. 
Stettiniu s Jr., James F. 
By rnes, George C. Marshall, Dean G. Acheson 
and John Foster Du lles. 
Not one of them has been able to p atch u p 
the battered world and make it well again. 
Ev ery one of the sev en has been u nder relent­ 
less attack by critics demanding the secretarial 
scalp . 

Herter becomes the eighth target of 
p eop le who believ e foreign p olicy fails when 
the world refu ses to do what the United States 
wants it to do, there will be a p rice on his 
scalp , too. 
If p oliticos and p u ndits cou ld not scalp the 
secretary of state for all real and imaginary 
bloop ers, what wou ld they do for a liv ing? 


Key Assignment 
John Foster Du lles is this week’s “man of 
the hou r.” 
The goings and comings of Secretary Du lles 
hav e been so nu merou s since 19 53 that one 
more trip abroad hardly was noticeable. 
Bu t the trip he is taking this time wou ld be 
a stand-ou t ev en if it did not mark renewal of 
his activ ity after a seriou s su rgical op eration. 
The North Atlantic Cou ncil is meeting 
in 
Paris with the foreign ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. This will be the 
first occasion to rev iew the differences of op in­ 
ion which flared into a dip lomatic and military 
ex p losion in the Middle East. 
It will be the first chance for 
Secretary 
Du lies to meet rep resentativ es of gov ernments 
that hav e been wondering if NATO and the 
United Nations, u nder whose charter NATO 
was formed, can withstand the 
clash 
ov er 
Franco-British action against Egy p t. 
At the climax of the p residential camp aign, 
the foreign p olicy of the United States was 
u nder heav y attack by Democrats, who called 
it sterile and u nimaginativ e. This made no im­ 
p ression on v oters, bu t it may hav e made an 
imp ression on Britain, France and Israel. In 
any ev ent, they discov ered it was not sterile, 
not u nimaginativ e and certainly not irreso­ 
lu te. 
A month after election day the United States 
Is conceded to hold the dip lomatic initiativ e so 
secu rely it has rep laced the British and French 
as the dominant force in the Middle East. 
Secretary Du lles is filling the key assign­ 
ment of his career in the North Atlantic Cou ncil 
meeting in Paris. 


Pudding Prover 
No one in his right mind is p rop osing that, 
the Bay City (Mich.) ex p eriment with teacher 
aides to reliev e the teacher shortage shou ld be 
tried willy -nilly throu ghou t the cou ntry , or that 
it is an all-arou nd solu tion to the p roblem of 
how to train enou gh teachers to handle more 
p u p ils. 
Bu t after fou r y ears of trial, the Bay City 
p lan is going to be continu ed with school board 
fu nds in the p lace where it originated — and 
ev ery body in his right mind will find signifi­ 
cance in that. 
The significance lies in the fact that no one 
Jias fou nd a better way to deal with either an 
acu te or a chronic teacher shortage. The Bay 
City p lan p rov ides accredited 
teachers 
with 
non-p rofessional assistants so the teachers’ p ro­ 
fessional training can be u sed to better ad­ 
v antage; i.e., to teach more p u p ils while the 
assistant does the time-consu ming chore work. 
Since this p lan can stretch a teacher’s p ro­ 
fessional serv ices by as mu ch as 50 p er cent 
withou t increasing her actu al work load and 
Che assistant is willing tc work for as little as 
half as mu ch money , it is ev en more imp ortant 
fao tax p ay ers than it is to administrators. 
After fou r y ears of trial as a su bsidized ex ­ 
p eriment of the Ford Fu nd for Adv ancement of 
Edu cation, the p lan will be kep t in effect in 
f>ay City by the p eop le who hav e learned most 
abou t it. What stronger recommendation cou ld 
i . receiv e than that?

Locations In 
Ohio Listed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio Lfl-The Ohio 
Highway Safety Department 
is­ 
sued a report Tuesday 
w h i c h 
might have b een entitled: “Some 
road intersections to b ypass.” 
The report concerned “ accident 
prone” locations in Ohio. 
Fifty-eight intersections are list­ 
ed as places where a numb er of 
accidents have occurred during the 
first nine months of this year. 
The No. 1 rural highway “trou­ 
b le spot” was listed as the junc­ 
tion of Georgesville road and U.S. 
40 at the western limits of Colum­ 
b us. Previous reports b y the de­ 
partment show that the intersec­ 
tion had 14 accidents with seven 
injuries in 1954 to rank seventh 
in the state, and 27 accidents with 
34 injuries in 1955 to rank second. 
In the first nine months of 19 56, 
! the numb er of accidents at this lo­ 
cation are within five of equalling 
the total numb er of accidents for 
all 12 months of 19 55. 
There is a traffic light at the 
intersection, b ut ’the junction is in 
a traffic-congested area, especial­ 
ly at peak traffic times, b ecause 
of industrial plants in the area. 
The junction of Ohio 254 and 57 
south of Lorain ranks second in 
the state with 18 accidents and 19 
injuries during the January - Sep­ 
temb er period. Third on the list 
is the junction of Ohio 8 and 224 
east of Akron with 
18 accidents 
and five injuries.

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Court Rules Unions Can't Be 


Deprived of Taft Law Benefits 


WASHINGTON UP> — The Su ­ 
preme Cou rt ru led u nanimou sly 
.oday that u nions m ay not be de- 
3riv ed of benefits u nder the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Act becau se one of 
their officers files a false non- 
Commu nist affidav it. 
Ju stices Dou glas deliv ered the 
opinion which held that the only 
penalty prov ided is a fine and pris­ 
on sentence for the u nion officer. 
Speaking for the entire court, 
Douglas said: 
“ We cannot find an additional 
sanction which in practical effect 
wou ld ru n against the members 
of the u nion, not their gu ilty offi­ 
cers. 
“That was the (National Labor 
Relations) Board’s original posi­ 
tion, and we think it is the correct 
one.” 
The cou rt ru led today on two ap­ 
peals stemming from cases in 
which the NLRB took opposite po­ 
sitions. 
In one the NLRB originally had 
sou ght enforcement of an u nfair 
labor practice order against the 
Lannom 
Manu factu ring 
Co., 
of 
Tu llahoma, Tenn., in behalf of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cu tters and 
Bu tcher W o r k m e n of North 
America. The u nion was the su c­ 
cessor by m erger to the Interna­ 
tional Fu r and Leather Workers 
Union. 
The U. S. Circu it Cou rt in Cin­ 
cinnati tu rned down the NLRB. 
The circu it cou rt said the charge 
against Lannom was filled by a 
u nion that had not complied with 
the non-Commu nist affidav it re­ 
qu irement, of the labor act. 
This finding was based on the 
conv iction of Ben Gold for falsely 
swearing that he no longer was 
a member of the Commu nist par­ 
ty . Gold, a former president of 
the fu r workers, has an appeal

pending before the Su preme Cou rt, 
asking rev ersal of his conv iction. 
Amalgamated appealed to the 
Su preme Cou rt to ov ertu rned the 
circu it cou rt’s decision. 
The other, more recent appeal 
was filed by the NLRB itself, ask­ 
ing rev ersal of a decision by the 
U. S. Cou rt of Appeals for the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia. The cou rt of ap­ 
peals said the filing of a false 
non-Commu nist affidav it does not 
bar a u nion from T-H benefits. It 
also said the board was not em­ 
powered to inv estigate the v era­ 
city of su ch oaths. 
The board’s appeal was in a 
case affecting the International 
Union of Mine. Mill and Smelter 
Workers. On Feb. 1, 1955 the board 
fou nd non - Commu nist affidav its 
filed by Mau rice Trav is, secre- 
tary -treasu rer of the u nion, were 
false and that the membership 
knew they were false. The board 
said that becau se of the affidav its 
the u nion was not in compliance 
with labor act requ irements and 
therefore was not entitled to bene­ 
fits of the act. 
Trav is resigned from the u nion 
office on Feb. 23. 19 55 and was 
su cceeded by another officer who 
filed the requ ired affidav it. The 
board said the u nion thu s complied 
with the act, bu t it said this did 
not nu llify the appeal becau se 
benefits accorded to the u nion on 
the basis of Trav is’s affidav its 
wou ld be su bject to cancellation if 
the board’s decompliance order 
were su stained. 
Dou glas said there was “no in­ 
dication that Congress meant to 
impose on a u nion the drastic pen­ 
alty of decompliance ‘becau se its 
officers had deceiv ed the u nion as 
well as the board by filling a false 
affidav it.’ ”
